upgrade 


THOUSANDS of homes will be 
modernised as part of a royal 
borough programme to improve its 
council housing stock. 

Improvement works to ensure homes 
are wind and watertight as well as energy 
efficient are due to start next month. 

The programme of external and internal 
refurbishment works is part of the 
council’s long-running investment in 
council housing. 

It comes under the Greenwich Homes 
Standard, a new way of prioritising major 


improvements and upgrades to council 
housing. 

It follows on from the Decent Homes 
programme which saw a range of 
improvements to the borough’s 22,000 
council homes between 2005 and 2011. 

The new Greenwich Homes Standard 
will incorporate upgrades not previously 
covered and a new way of planning 
means all required works will be carried 
out at the same time reducing the need 
for repeat visits for major work. 

Where required, council flats and 
houses will see works to external and 


communal areas as well improved 
kitchens, bathrooms alongside new 
roofs, boilers, windows and insulation to 
improve energy efficiency. 

Among the first to benefit are tenants 
on the Barnfield Estate in Woolwich. 

Work there will include upgraded 
lifts, new water tanks, new emergency 
lighting, better fire safety measures and 
improvements to the outside appearance. 

Once these have been carried out, work 
will start internally, with rewiring and 
improvements to bathrooms and kitchens

Disruptions on train lines to London 
will increase commuter overcrowding 


THE spokesperson for Southeastern 
trains is being somewhat disingenuous 
in their reply to Deborah O ’Boyle’s letter 
in Greenwich Time (June 17) about train 
services from January 2015.

• A spokesperson for Southeastern said: 
"Thank you for your letter. As mentioned in 
our previous response, we will be providing 
additional services via Cannon Street for 
passengers travelling on the Greenwich Line 
during the London Bridge Thameslink re-build 
work from January 201 5. The lack of track 
access at London Bridge means that Charing 
Cross services will not be able to run services 
to this station during the work and as a result 
fewer peak time trains will run. 

As Mr Sparham points out, this means one less 
morning peak train and three less trains in the 
evening peak. However, we plan to lengthen 
other trains through Greenwich in the peak 
and after peak periods and call at all stations 
along the line of route to mitigate the impact 
on passengers and help prevent overcrowding. 
We do understand passengers'disappointment 
and have done as much as we can to plan 
services in a way that will allow our customers 
to make their journeys with as little disruption 
as possible. We have tried to strike a balance 
between the needs of our passengers and the 
impact that the extensive works at London 
Bridge will have on services.

where required. Work is 
due to start in August. 

The eco improvements 
are part of council plans 
to tackle ‘fuel poverty’. 

Some of its least energy 
efficient blocks will have 
external walls insulated, 
meaning homes will be 
warmer and residents will 
benefit from lower fuel 
bills. 

The council is making 
a major investment, 
backed by cash from the 
government’s Energy 
Company Obligation 
programme, to contribute 
to the cost of the work. 


Jean Peters, secretary of 
the Friends of Barnfield, 
said: “These plans are 
great news. 

“Some of the estate dates 
back to 1953 and 1955, then 
the 1960s and 1970s, and 
most of it needs a major 
overhaul. 

“When it happens, people 
would like to be asked 
what their individual 
requirements are. 

“And they would like to 
be told when it is all going 
to happen.” 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the 
council’s cabinet member

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Eltham veteran represents royal borough 
at Normandy commemoration 


POIGNANT MOMENT 
D-Day veteran 
George Dangerfield 
lays a wreath 
on behalf of the 
Royal Borough of 
Greenwich 


IT was an emotional 
return to the Normandy 
beaches for World 
War II veteran George 
Dangerfield from New 
Eltham. 

He laid a wreath at the 
Bayeux War Cemetery on 
behalf of the royal borough, 
when he took part in the 
commemorations to mark 
the 70th anniversary of 
D-Day - the biggest military 
invasion the world has ever 
seen, which turned the tide 
of the war. 

George was just 18, after 
joining the Royal Navy as 
a volunteer boy sailor a 
year earlier. His job was 
as a sick bay attendant 
after training with the St 
John Ambulance. He said: 
“On D-Day, June 6 1944, I 
was on a 3,500-ton landing 
ship carrying the Second 
Canadian Armoured 

Brigade, with tanks and 
armaments. We landed 
at Juno beach at 7.30am, 
the fourth ship to land a 
contingent of Canadian 
troops. We did return trips 
over four days, but disaster 
struck when the anchor 
fouled three of the ship’s 
steel plates, and we had to 
come into Poplar Docks for 
repairs, stern first.” 

George, now 88, is a 
member of the Normandy 
Veterans Association and 
has made a total of seven 
return visits to the wartime

beaches. He said: “It’s very 
emotional going back. It 
makes me cry a lot. On 
D-Day we had 200 Canadians 
on board, and less than 100 
made it ashore on Juno 
beach. I had got to know 
several of them personally, 
but there wasn’t enough 
time to make friends. I was 
only 18, which is very young 
to do what I had to do.” 

George was sponsored by 
the council to take part in 
year’s commemorations. 
He went with his wife 
Patricia, and visited three 
war grave cemeteries, 
including Bayeux, where he 
laid a wreath with the royal 
borough’s crest on behalf of 
the then Mayor, Cllr Angela 
Cornforth and the council. 
He said: “It was a very 
emotional moment for me 
to lay the wreath on behalf 
of Royal Greenwich.” 

George spent a total 
of three years in the 
Royal Navy, and sailed to 
Australia to help return 
prisoners of war, held by 
the Japanese, back to 
the Australian mainland. 
After being demobbed in 
December 1946, he took 
various jobs including 
working as a chauffeur to 
the chairman of Dan Air 
before he retired.

Tanzania trip of a lifetime 


A GROUP of 16 and 17-year-old girls from 
Eltham Hill School are in the middle of a trip of 
a lifetime. 

The 21 girls are working with villagers in 
Tanzania, helping to build a playground, 
organising activities for children and helping to 
run a textiles centre.

She said: "We are due to help 
paint a village school, but what I'm most looking 
forward to is seeing the hippos." 

Emilia Clarke earned money by mentoring 
other students at Eltham Hill. She said: "I'm very 
excited, and I'm hoping to help teach English to 
the village children." 

Rhiannon Kelleher-Gomez said: "I earned 
money by helping Year 9s with their GCSE 
courses. We are meant to be climbing a 
mountain while we are away, and I'm a bit 
nervous about it, because I've never done it 
before. But what I'm looking forward to most is 
going on a safari and seeing the lions." 

Four members of staff are on the trip with the 
girls, including headteacher Madeleine Griffin. 

A school spokesman said: "The girls are taking 
part in a real adventure that will challenge 
and develop them as global citizens in a life 
changing experience. This opportunity is not

Ofsted inspectors give St Thomas More top marks

ST Thomas More RC 
Secondary School has scored 
full marks after an Ofsted 
team of inspectors carried 
out a two-day audit. 

The four inspectors rated 
the school as ‘outstanding’ 
for its quality of teaching, the 
achievements, behaviour and 
safety of its pupils, and for how it 
is led and managed. 

Ofsted described the school, in 
Footscray Road, Eltham, as one 
with really high standards which 
all students strive to meet. 

The inspectors said students 
are keen to learn, work really 
hard and feel “absolutely ready 
for the future” by the time they 
leave. 

The inspectors agreed that 
students’ “outstandingprogress” 
was the result of outstanding 
teaching by teachers who are 
“experts in their subjects”. 

They said the headteacher, 
staff and governors knew 
exactly what was needed to 
improve - and that the result had 
been a steady rise in standards 


at the school, which educates 
pupils up to the age of 16. The 
inspection found that regular, 
marked assessments helped 
inform teachers and students 
about progress and where extra 
support was needed. 

Ofsted said: “Students’ 

behaviour is exemplary, both in 
lessons and at all other times. 
They are keen to learn and work 
really hard. They mature into 
considerate young adults, well- 
prepared to cope with the next 
stage of their education and 


their future lives. 

“The promotion of students’ 
spiritual, moral, social and 
cultural development is 
outstanding. Religious education 
lessons and retreats extend their 
awareness of different faiths. 
Students enjoy the numerous 
trips, visits and additional 
activities that widen their 
horizons and understanding of 
different cultures.” 

The inspectors said: “Knowing 
their students extremely well, 
teachers use very effective 


ways to help them learn, such 
as devising seating plans so 
students help each other to 
learn. 

“Feeling privileged to attend 
the school, students quickly 
absorb its very high standards of 
behaviour and work. They take 
pride in dressing smartly in their 
uniform. 

“They join in all the school 
has to offer enthusiastically. 
Students’ high attendance, 
punctuality, self-motivation, 
concentration and hard work 
contribute to their outstanding 
learning.” 

Headteacher Markus Ryan said: 
“The whole school community is 
delighted at the outcome of the 
inspection. 

“We have supportive and 
dedicated staff and governors. 
The students do work really hard 
and I am pleased that this has 
been recognised.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the royal 
borough’s deputy leader and 
cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “Thisisanexcellent 
report for St Thomas More and 
the staff, pupils and governors 
should be congratulated for 
their impressive work and 
achievements.”

Dance teacher reveals 
secret as he turns 80

POPULAR dance teacher Trevor 
Jackson has hailed dancing as his 
secret to keeping fit as he celebrated 
his 80 th birthday. 

Trevor has been teaching Londoners to 
dance for the best part of 30 years, 25 of 
them the West Greenwich Community 
Centre where he teachers an disciplines 
such as Latin, ballroom and salsa. 

He said: “I believe you need to keep 
moving to stay young. I try to sit down as 
little as possible. 

“Dancing, to me, is a love of people and 
sharing. I like to see people sharing what 
they have got and joining in together with 
a smile on their faces. 

“What keeps me going is seeing the 
satisfaction and gratitude from my pupils 
and feeling stress free when I dance. I still 
enjoy it. It keeps me fit and I don’t want 
to stop.” 

His favourite dance, he added, was the 
jive. He said: “What I really like about it is 
the music - it makes me want to hop and 
skip. I also love to teach dances like the 
quickstep and Latin dancing because it is 
a lot of fun and enjoying yourself is the 
most important thing.” 

The smooth-mover arrived in the UK 
from Jamaica in 1955 aged 20. He fell in 
love with dance after listening to records 
and watching shows on television. He 
trained seven days a week in South 



London under Peggy Spencer, a leading 
coach and regular TV dance commentator 
who became an MBE and president of the 
Imperial Society of Teachers of Dancing. 

She was so impressed with his ability, 
she employed him as a teacher. 

Trevor said: “My teacher believed I 
could have been a champion dancer. I won 
awards and recognition and 40 years ago I 
became a qualified dance teacher.” 

He later opened his own dance schools 
in Crystal Palace and Brixton. “One of 
my proudest achievements was to find 
out that some of my pupils had become 
professional dancers, dancing abroad and 
even teaching dance,” he said. 

The centre celebrated Trevor’s birthday 


and 25 years there by throwing him 
a party where Anita Sokhal publicly 
thanked him, saying: “We like to think 
that you will continue to teach until you 
are 100 years old.” 

Rose Powell, from Greenwich, told GT: 
“Trevor is calm and patient and has 
wonderful catchy sayings that stick with 
you and help you to remember steps.” 

Mary Kirk, one of Trevor’s salsa pupils 
for three years, said: “People come 
because of Trevor and his personality, 
choice of music and expertise. The 
classes are sociable and fun.”

Residents' joy at Twinkle Park 
state-of-the-art play facilities 



RESIDENTS are celebrating the 
completion of a masterplan 
to transform a derelict 
playground into state-of-the- 
art play facilities for children. 

Twinkle Park Trust were due 
to commemorate 21 years 
of community achievement 
and finishing improvements 
to Charlotte Turner Gardens, 
on Sunday, after GT went to 
press. 

A plaque was due to be 
unveiled in memory of two 
trust members - Jim Murray 
(chairman 1999-2012) and 
Richard MacVicar (director 
2002-2013). 

The event opened Twinkle 
Park's 2014 Summerfest, with 
performances by DJ Stormy, 
the reggae supremo; Heart of 
Soul steel pans and Havanna 
Good Time, salsa band. 

Twinkle Park came 
about when a resident in 
neighbouring Rowley House, 
Watergate Street, approached 
Greenwich Mural Workshop in 
the early 1990s to help them 
restore a derelict playground 
into state-of-art play facilities. 

After three years of 
consultation with local people, 
schools, Deptford adventure 
playground, the council 
officers and local professionals, 
the Twinkle Park & Charlotte 
Turner Gardens masterplan 
was completed and fundraising 
started. 


In 1996 Ireland Albrecht 
Landscape Architects were 
appointed. In 1999, Nick 
Raynsford, MP opened the first 
stage - Twinkle Park. In that 
year, the trust was set up and 
the park and gardens were 
leased for 30 years from the 
borough council. 

Since then. Twinkle Park 
has received the Green Flag 
Community Pennant annually 
and, more recently, the Green 
Flag Community Award. 

Charlotte Turner Gardens 
have been refurbished in 
four stages and in total more 
than £1.25 million has been 
brought into the borough by 


Greenwich Mural Workshop on 
behalf of the trust. 

Veolia have funded the 
state-of-art toddlers play area 
sporting a Viking longship 
play deck facing a sea monster 
- sculpted by Greenwich 
sculptor Richard Lawrence. 

Other leisure facilities include 
a petanque court, table tennis 
table, central casual play area 
and a fitness trail. 

A Kentish apple tree orchard 
has been planted and the 
natural cherry tree orchard 
refurbished. 

Other planting areas have 
been rejuvenated to continue 
to attract wildlife.

Caring for our carers 



PEOPLE who look after an 
adult living with a long- 
term illness, disability 
or age-related frailty, are 
encouraged to get a carer’s 
assessment. 

This will look at how caring 
impacts on their life and 
tell them about the support 
available. 

The assessment will provide 
advice and access to services, 
information and practical 
support for the carer and the 
person they care for - and a 
carer’s personal budget (ranging 
from £50 to £500 depending on 
eligibility need). 

This payment is not means 
tested and does not impact on 
benefits, pensions or taxes. 

Peter Waller is a full-time carer 
who has spent the last 11 years 
caring for his aunt. 

Before that he spent time 
looking after his father, who 
had dementia and was also 
diagnosed with lung-cancer. 

He told GT about his role as 
a carer: “It’s what I’d describe 
as a yo-yo routine. Every day 
it’s lunch and dinner then 
there are certain days for 
shopping, medical stuff and 
hairdressing. 

“I did this on my own for a 
long time - 1 wasn’t a recognised 
carer with my aunt until 2011. 


“Now I work with district 
nurses and they visit a couple of 
times a week. 

“I thought for a long time 
that I could do it on my own, 
but caring full time obviously 
impacts on your strength and 
energy so I eventually got 
involved with what Greenwich 
Council had to offer. 

Peter enrolled on a six-week 
Carer’s ‘Looking After Me’ 
course run by the council’s 
Public Health & Wellbeing 
team. He explained: “It was a 
really positive experience and I 
tried to learn something every 
week. The people who ran it 


had a really good manner and 
reached out to a wide range of 
people who were attending.” 

Cllr David Gardner, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member 
for health and social care 
said: “Greenwich Council is 
committed to ensuring that all 
carers get the right support in 
their caring role, so that they 
have the same life chances as 
other people. This includes 
good health, financial security, 
the right to a family life and 
opportunities to work and 
pursue their own interests.

Our community 
is so lucky to have the Arsenal on 
our doorstep - when I take the kids to 
nursery in the mornings we see the 
horses go around Woolwich and it is 
something to be proud of. The BBC 
Homes arena was really nice, I think it 
gives you a chance to learn something 
new and take something away with you, 
the kids have had fun so far too.” 

Craig Burrows who came with Mandy 
Smith, also spoke about the importance 
of Armed Forces Day and said: “It’s 
fantastic, it teaches people respect, 
especially youngsters who can come here 
and take the chance to pay respects to 
people who secured them a future today. 
There is a lot to do here for people of all 
ages which is great, we have particularly 
enjoyed the WWI attractions.” 

Twelve-year-old Kaci Ah visited the 
Firepower trench and said: “Me and my 
mum thought it was really interesting, 
we would like to go to the Firepower 
museum now. At school we learn a lot 
about WWI and WWII especially in 
English and History. I knew about ‘No 
Mans Land’ but I didn’t know they had 
more than one trench or what it was like 
inside one, so that was interesting.” 

Jama Entisar, aged 15, from the 56 
Woolwich Squadron Air Training Corps 
played a tenor drum with a band during 
the day. She said: “It has been really 
fun today. I have been with my friends 
in the ATC (Air Training Core) playing 
the drum and it has been nice to see so 
many people here too because it is really 
important.”

his six children, who came along from all 
over the country.

i Royal Borough of Greenwich (hereinafter called “the Council”) may acquire any of the land described in the Schedule above 
making a general vesting declaration under section 4 of the Compulsory Purchase (Vesting Declarations) Act 1981. This has 
the effect, subject to paragraph 4 below, of vesting the land in the Council at the end of the period mentioned in paragraph 2 
below. A declaration may not be made before the end of a period of two months from the first publication of a notice which 
includes this statement, except with the consent in writing of every occupier of the land affected. 


writing of every occupier 

Notices concerning general vesting declaration 

2 As soon as may be after the Council make a general vesting declaration, they must serve notice of it on every occupier of any 
of the land specified in the declaration (except land where there is one of the tenancies described in paragraph 3) and on 
every person who gives them information relating to the land in pursuance of the invitation contained in any notice. When 
the service of notices of the general vesting declaration is completed, a further period begins to run. This period, which must 
not be less than twenty-eight days, will be specified in the declaration. On the first day after the end of this period (“the 
vesting date”) the land described in the declaration will, subject to what is said in paragraph 4, vest in the Council together 
with tne right to enter on the land and take possession of it. Every person on whom the Council could have served a notice 
to treat in respect of his interest in the land (other than a tenant under one of the tenancies described in paragraph 3) will 
be entitled to claim compensation for the acquisition of his interest in the land, with interest on the compensation from the 
vesting date. 

Modifications with respect to certain tenancies 

3 In the case of certain tenancies, the position stated above is subject to modifications. The modifications apply where the 
tenancy is either a “minor tenancy”, i.e. a tenancy for a year or a yearly tenancy or a lesser interest, or “a long tenancy which 
is about to expire”. The latter expression means a tenancy granted for an interest greater than a minor tenancy but having 
on the vesting date a period still to run which is not more than the period specified in the declaration for this purpose (which 
must be more than a year). In calculating how long a tenancy has still to run, where any option to renew or to terminate 
it is available to either party, it shall be assumed that the landlord will take every opportunity open to him to terminate the 
tenancy while the tenant will use every opportunity to retain or renew his interest. 

4 The modifications are that the Council may not exercise the right of entry referred to in paragraph 2 in respect of land subject 
to a tenancy described in paragraph 3 unless they first serve notice to treat in respect of tne tenancy and then serve every 
occupier of the land with a notice of their intention to enter and take possession after the period (not less than fourteen days 
from the service of the notice) specified in the notice. The right of entry will be exercisable at the end of that period. Tne

DIVINE Oladipo is aiming to do 
better than last year at the English 
Schools Championships on July 10 
and 11, having begun to blossom as 
a thrower. 

The St Ursula’s School pupil was fourth 
in the U15 shot putt categeory last year. 

But even though she has now gone up 
to U17 level - and is competing against 
teenagers a year older - she has shot to 
the top of the UK rankings. 

The 15-year-old trains at Sutcliffe Park 
under John Hillier and Peter Wishart 
with Cambridge Harriers. 

She is one of 11 from the athletics club 
to be travelling to Birmingham for the 
championships. 

“I like all the throwing events but shot 
putt is my favourite,” she said. 

“Last year I came fourth at English 
Schools and I was just hoping to improve 
from there. I am hoping to win this time 
but most important I want to improve 
from last year.” 

A year ago, Divine was also sprinting 
regularly, having started athletics in 
2012. “I was doing shot putt for my school 
in competitions and they pushed me to 
Cambridge Harriers and so I started 
doing it regularly,” she explained. 

She had a similar route to finding 
Greenwich Starting Blocks, the charity 
which helps more than 50 athletes -

junior and senior - as they try to reach 
their potential in their sport. 

“I found out from other people who 
had help from Starting Blocks last 
year and I applied for it this year and I 
got a student award,” she said. Divine 
receives free gym membership and also 
bursaries which help pay for training 
and equipment. 

Divine won the U17 shot putt at the 
Kent County Championships in May 
at Ashford, throwing the 3kg shot 14.66 


metres, a personal best, championship 
record and ranking her number one in 
the UK. 

She also won the discus with a PB 41.14 
metres and, having improved that to 41.38, 
sits fourth in the UK at the age group. 

At the national championships, Divine 
will represent London Schools, while 
some from the club will represent Kent 
and even Sussex schools, depending on 
where they are educated. 

“We’re just hoping that everyone does 
their best,” said Divine of the small club’s 
success in producing so many athletes. 

Fellow St Ursula’s pupil Godgift 
Nnadozie will compete in the U15 shot. 

Three others are supported by Starting 
Blocks. Blackheath’s cross country 
star Sabrina Sinha is running the U17 
1,500m (Bromley High School, Kent). 
Vera Chinedu St Matthew Academy, 
Blackheath, will run the 100m in the U15 
section. Long jumper Tobi Ogunjimi will 
compete in the U15 section. 

Twins Alfie (800m) and Noah (1500m) 
Armitage Hookes will compete in the 
U15 section with Bamiyo Oladipupo 
(triple jump). 

Adam Wright takes on the 3000m in the 
U19s section. 

Completing the Cambridge Harriers 
lineup will be Danielle Blake (U17 boys 
200m) and Shekinah George-Lawal (U17 
girls 100m).

JUDO competitor Olivia Piechota 
is fast following in the footsteps of 
the royal borough’s Olympic silver 
medallist Gemma Gibbons. 

She has been selected for the Cadet 
European Championships in Athens 
as part of the Great Britain team, fresh 
from helping the borough’s girls team to 
reclaim gold at the Balfour Beatty London 
Youth Games. 

Like Gemma, Olivia started at an early 
age and now trains six days a week in 
pursuit of international glory. 

And, like Gemma, she has been supported 
by Greenwich Starting Blocks, the charity 
which helps athletes in the royal borough 
as they try to fulfil their potential. 

“They’ve helped me fund some of my 
international competitions this year,” 
explained Olivia, who has just finished her 
GCSE exams at St Thomas More School, 
Eltham. 

“You get ranking points towards the 
European Championships when you go to 
European cup events and you get taken to 
two as part of the squad. 

“I was injured for one and for any more 
you have to self-fund, which I did when I 
went to Croatia. 

“If I hadn’t gone to Croatia I wouldn’t be 
in the top eight at the Europeans,” added

Olivia, who is the eighth seed. 

“I will be up against the same players who 
have been at the European competitions, 
but I haven’t fought all of them.” 

In Croatia, the U40kg fighter took bronze 
and also silver in another European Cup 
event in Romania. 

The teenager, top ranked in Britain 
for her age-group, has been at the 
same national squad training sessions 
as Gemma and is inspired by the trail 
she has blazed from the borough to the 
Olympic podium. 

She said: “It has helped a lot just knowing 
that Gemma comes from here and has 
shown what is achievable.” 

Olivia began judo as “just an activity 
after school” adding: “I started really 
enjoying it and entering competitions and 
winning quite a few of them.” 

Now she trains six days a week and has 
achieved brown belt standard - one below 
black belt.

Mick Murphy said 
teams down the years 
have been inspired 
by Gemma, 
whom he used to 
coach. On June 21, at 
the National Sports Centre 
Crystal Palace, this year’s 
team reclaimed the title won by the 
borough in 2012. 

Mick said: “We won before when Gemma 
Gibbons was in the team and she has 
inspired a lot of the youngsters. She’s 
been down and seen them and we are her 
borough, so we are always trying to win 
for her. 

“I was very pleased, they worked very 
hard. It was an extremely hot day and 
they did really well, especially the girls 
who played later in the day. They worked 
so hard. I’m really proud of them. 

“It’s no good coming here thinking you’re 
going to win it, you have to come here and 
really work hard because winning it is a 


memorable 
moment.” 

Cllr Miranda 

Williams, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for culture and 
creative industries, said: “It is great to see 
another judo competitor coming through 
to international standard and following in 
Gemma Gibbons’ footsteps. 

“Congratulations to her on being selected 
for the European Cadet Championships 
and also congratulations to the girls’ judo 
team who did the royal borough proud by 
winning the London Youth Games title 
again.”
